No Exctusion of Honor Questions in 
Treaty with Britain, it Is Said. 


LONDON, Tuesday, May 2.—The Dally 
Telegraph claims authority to state that 
the new Anglo-American peace conven- 
tion is not likely to be signed for at least 
a fortnight, but that sufficient progress 
had been. made to warrant a forecast of 
its subject matter.

J. Pierpont Morgan, at the Robert Hoe 
libfary sale yesterday, paid $42,800, the 
second Righest price so far, for what may 
be called, despite a few minor defects, 
the ‘only perfect topy known of “ Le 
Morte D’Arthur,” trahslated from tke 
French romahce writers by Sit Thomas 
Malory, ‘and printed by William Caxton 
at Westminster in 1485. 

The earliest known owner of this fa- 
mous work was Dr. Francis Bernard, 
physician to King James II. of Great 
Britain. At the auction sale of Bernard's 
library this work breught only 62 cents. 
Later on it was appraised at $13.12. In 
the sale of the Earl of Jersey's library at 
Setheby’s in London in 1885, it was 
bought by Bernard Quaritch for $9,750, 
he acting as agent for Mrs. Abby E. 
Pope of Brooklyn. In 1895, shortly after 
her death; her husband, Norton Quincy 
Pope, sold her entire library, including 
“Le Morte D’Arthur,”’*to Mr. Hoe, The 
purchase price, it was said yesterday, has 
never become known. 

This makes the sixty-third Caxton in 
the Morgan library. It is said that it 
was the book of books in the Hoe library 
that Mr. Morgan wanted, and that had it 
been .neceSsary Miss Belle Da Costa 
Greene, his librarian, would have gone 
beyond the $50,000 paid by Henry E. 
Huntington for the Hoe copy of the 
Gutenberg Latin Bible. Mr. Huntington

The Grand Jury will convené to-morrow 
and. subpoenas were aworn out'to-day te 
two-thirds of the members of the Legis- 
lature to appear and testify. William J. 
Burns, head of the. Burns ; Detective 
Agency, will arrive to-morrow and take 
personal charge of his force.”

. Americans Badly Treated. 


In view of this and other facts it ‘s 
odd that the Imparcial, a Government 
newspaper, announces that all Mex- 
icans and foreigners, with the exception 
of the Americans, on the train were 
robbed, but that the Americans were 
treated with distinction.

American Had Hard Time. 


J. O. H. Newby, an American of: Ma- 
satlan and a mining engineer of many 
yé@rs’ standing here, well known 
throyghout the republic, has arrived at 
the capital with a budget of experi- 
entes up to the present not equaled by 
‘any other of our countrymen.

TRUST TALK .IN THE HOUSE 


Democrats Try to Learn Something 
of. Alleged Bagging Monopoly 
Which Fights for Duty. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—Senator Stone 
of -Missourl in a speech ‘that occupied 
most of te-day’s session of the Senate, 
completely routed the opponents of Cana- 
dian reciprocity by forcing. them to ad- 
mit that the figures supplied the Senate 
by the Tariff’Board, on which they had 
based their contention that reciprocity 
would subject Aniericans to competition 
with cheap labor, were essentially erro- 
neous. As corrected by Mr, Stone—who 
had carefully compared the tables of the 
Tariff Board with those supplied by the 
Canadian. Government—Mr. Cummins of 
the insurgent wing, and Mr. Smoot of she 
Tresular opponents of the President’s 
measure, admitted that théscost of labor 
in. the two countries Was practically the 
same. 

This was the contention of the Presi- 
dent in his New York address, and it has 
been the contention all along of those 
who maintained that to talk of cheap 
Canadian labor was mere campaign ora- 
tory. The error of the Tariff Board lay 
in the fact that in tables purporting to 
give the cost of Canadian labor with 
board included the board was in fact 
omitted. This made the Canadian labor 
seeem about 33 1-3 per cent. cheaper than 
American labor, and on this basis the op- 
meeps of the measure had built up a 

natorial plea for the protection of the 
American industries. 

The debate that brought out this ad- 
mission from the protectionists was an 
extraordinary one to watch. Mr. Stone's 
delivery is most deliberate, as is Mr. 
Cummins’s, and when the discrepancy in 
figures was reached the two simply stood 
together talking to each other, although 
loud enough for the galleries to hear, ex- 
changing papers and reading from the 
Same documents. Then Mr. Smoot joined 
what looked Iike an informal conversa- 
tion, and the talk became three-cor- 
nered. Mr. Smoot first admitted that 
Mr. Stone. had discovered a real. error 
in the figures of the Tariff Board, and 
Mr. Cummins was prompt to join him.

Chief 
Wilkie says all Americans who ¢ pur- 
chases abroad to, be delivered duty paid 
should take receipts showing that fact.

BRIBERY IN COLUMBUS. 

It would require much evidence to re- 
move the impression that Mr. BURNS, 
the great detective, has blundered 
frightfully in his attempt to detect and 
expose the bribery of members of the 
Ohio Legislature now in segsion at 
Columbus. . To induce men to commit a 
crime in order to catch them at it is 
not @ method of detective procedure 
that is approved in this country. 

It appears that the Legislature of 
Ohio has not been in sympathy with 
some of Gov. Harmon's reform meas- 
ures. There has been opposition to 
them, and the rumor ran, or perhaps 
the belief existed, that certain interests 
were bribing the legislators to defeat 
the Governor’s bills. Thereupon, ac- 
cording to the dispatehes, “ certain in- 
terests friendly to the Governor ar 
ranged with Detective W. J. Burns to 
send three of his operatives” to 
Columbus to investigate the bribery 
charges. The method adopted by these 
investigators was to get certain mem- 
bers of the Legisiature into a room, 
to offer them bribe money and to pay 
it to them, the condition being that they 
should vote for the defeat of certain 
bills. An apparatus described as a 
dictaphone transmitted the words 
spoken in the conference to a stenog- 
rapher in the next room, who made a 
record of it. 

This is the bribery story of these de- 
tectives so far as_it has been made 
public: The only legislators bribed are 
those bribed by the. detectives them- 
selves. What a jury would say to 
“evidence” obtained in this manner, 
even when corroborated by the record- 
ing apparatus, is one. question. at 
right-thinking men and the general 
public will say of it is another, and we 
have no doubt that the procedures of 
these detectives will be condemned.~ If 
they have evidence that others than 
themselves have bribed members of the 
Ohio Legislature, they may justify their 
l@bors and make out a case. That does 
not appear. According to the published 
statements they have made themselves 
suborners of bribery. Subornation of 
perjury is in this State a felony punish- 
able. by twenty years’ imprisonment. 
How the methods of Mr. Burns's de- 
tectives will be judged under the laws 
of Ohio and by the courts of Ohio re- 
mains to be seen, but we cannot be- 
lieve that Gov. Harmon is overjoyed at 
the results of the proceeding under- 
taken in his behalf by his friends. As 
to Mr. Burns, he can hardly fail to 
see that the conduct of his “ opera- 
tives’ in Columbus may seriously prej- 
udice hig. success in that very much 
more important undertaking in which 
he is now engaged in Los Angeles. 


THE. TAXICABS. 

One taxicab company, in spite of all 
the popular clamor for cheaper fares, 
hag raised its rates, so that a ride of 
two miles, if the meter works properly 
and the chauffeur is honest, will cost 
$1.80. We fear At will turn out to be 
like advertised hotel rates, $1.30 “ and 
up.” The chauffeur’s fee is still to be 
considered. Clearly the day of the 
livery stable horse has.not passed. It 
is expected that all the taxicab compa- 
nies will adopt the new rate this month. 

In London taxicab owners are sat- 
isfied with 20 cents a: mile. Twice 
that rate would willingly be paid here, 
ang if a good. service were.attempted on 
that basis there would be much more 
work for the taxicabs. In spite of all 
the old arguments: about the shape of 
the island, the north and south runs 
and the scarcity of “ return fares,” we 
are confident that a taxicab service 
which the public would consider cheap 
could be established in New York.

LITTLE BANGOR’S BIG: FIRE. 


A seemingly insignificant flre, caused 
by. the ignition of hay and straw. 
stored in some old sheds, Was fanned 
by . a stiff breeze ‘and _extended un- 
tfl it destroyed forty "blocks in the 
City of Bangor, ‘Me., sweeping away 
churches, banks, public buildings, and 
many fine private residences, There is 
no intimation that the local Fire De- 
partment was negligent. That it. was 
ineffective in so great a conflagration 
is obvious. Firemen and engines. were 
summoned from neighboring cities, but 
@ heavy rain which fell in the night 
seems to have been more effective than 
they in extinguishing the flames, The 
fire burned twenty hours. Many per- 
sons are homeless, and the money loss 
is very large, though Bangor asks for 
no outside aid. 

There is no lesson in this disaster ex- 
cept the old one that inflammable ma- 
terial will burn.” Built beside two riv- 
ers, with an abundance of water at 
hand, Bangor nevertheless burned, and 
for hours, hard as they worked, the 
firemen seemed as useless as the crowds 
of inactive lookers-on. A hot blaze to 
begin with, a high wind, and many 
buildings of quick-burning material in 
the wind’s path—that tells the whole 
story. The insurance people say Ban- 
gor was considered a, good risk. Doubt- 
less the insurance rates will he higher 
in the future than they have been, but 
we have no doubt that the rebuilt city 
will be a better risk. There will be 
more steel and concrete in the new 
Bangor. But even with the best mod- 
ern construction the danger of a great 
conflagration is ever present in Ameri- 
can cities, Fire prevention is an upper- 
most topic now. Even a small city like 
Bangor would do well to establish a 
Fire Prevention Bureau, with authority 
to inspect and power to enforce rules. 


ADVANCE OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

We view with wholesome awe the 
quick and formidable advance of 
woman suffrage, If the paradé turns 
out to be as impressive as“it now 
threatens to be, the anti-suffragists, 
male and female, will tremble in their 
boots and suéde pumps. But the argu- 
ments employed by the more vociferous 
advocates of the cause are still de- 
plorable. At an east side mass meeting 
Sunday night one of the speakers, of 
thé masculine gender, declared that a 
man who told a woman she was too 
dignified and too gentle to vote was 
afraid that a woman would “get his 
job.” Do men get work through the 
exercise of their right of suffrage? If 
so, why are so many men unemployed? 

The women who fancy they will get 
desirable situations if they have the 
privilege to vote are sadly mistaken. 
Fitness and industry will still be the 
requirements. There are not nearly 
enough political jobs to go around now. 
Year by year, we are hoping, they will 
be fewer, as mere jobs to be distributed 
by favor. Moreover, the men will not 
atop voting, certainly not the men who 
are looking for political jobs. The num- 
ber of applicants for every post may 
be doubled when the women get into 


politics, but profitable “ pulls” will be/ ¢ 


as scarce as ever. 

Gen. James J. BRapr ought to be 
ashamed of himself. He is encouraging 
false hopes. The women may secure 
the right of suffrage, by talking and 
parading, but when they get it they 
will be relatively no Setter off than 
they are now. 


WHOSE FAULT IS IT? 

The Callan motor vehicle law. took 
effect Aug. 1, 1910, requiring that each 
vehicle have a distinctive number as- 
signed to it by the Secretary of State, 
and a number plate corresponding to 
that of the certificate of registration 
“conspicuously displayed, one on the 
front,and one on the rear of such ve- 
hicle.” The law provides that these 
number plates shall have “a distinctly 
different color each year.”” Owners and 
chauffeurs are constantly being stopped 
by the police, and some are being ar- 
rested, because their machines still 
bear the blue plates of last year. 
Whose fault is it? 

Not altogether, we ‘think, the fault of 
the owners and chauffeurs. Most of 
them have applied for this year’s 
number plates, either directly addressing 
the Seoretary of State or repairing to his 
local office on West Seventy-fourth 
Street in this city. We are informed 
that, long after applications have been 
filed. and. fees paid, number plates are 
still withheld because of the dilatory 
methods of the official staff that is 
supposed to attend to the registratién 
and numbering of automobiles. Many 
complaints have been made of the neg- 
ligence of clerks that has hampered the 
enforcement of the Jaw months after it 
was. declared in effect, making neces- 
sary. the suspension of its provisions 
and encouraging public disregard of 
them.

Men, and women, too, who loved actual 
cash, especially gold, for its own sake 
and quite apart from its purchasing 
power, must have been rather numerous 
up to a generation or two ago, for they 
have a considerable place. in all histories 
of the more intimate sort; and, obviously 
drawn more or less closely after nature, 
they abound in the works of old novelists, 
Of course, there are still meanly penuri- 
ous people—people whose standard of liv. 
ing is somewhat or even far lower than 
their incomes or resources would warrant. 
In the mff@er cases this. seems to be only 
a survival of saving habits that were 
commendable enough when acquired apd 
were continued through a morbid realiza-

In some ways Miss JaNE PERKINS 
WILLIaMs Hflustrated the peculiarities of 
the old-fashioned misers, She lived much 
as they did, so far aw the conduct of her 
hovse. was concerned—that is, she spent 
little for food and nothing for brooms, 
but it wes not from a desire that her 
capital might not be decreased or that 
a greater portion of her income might be 
added to it. This is shown by the find- 
ing in her wretched home. scores of un- 
opened envelopes containing. checks, many 
of them years old. From them she had 
none of the real miser’s satisfaction. In 
short, she seems to have had no special 
liking for money, and her failure to. spend 
it for the ordinary comforts and decencles 
of life was purely incidental to the mental 
disturbance of which she was the, victim.

I would suggest the ques- 
tion, Does: she: really forfeit such recognition? 
Cam any one forfeit that which he or she has 
never possessed ? y 
' It:tsy og.my part. atleast, In no sense a mat- 
ter of- arrogating to one's, self superiority. I 
believe: sincerely in all possible equalities of 
privilege. and opportunity, But the inequalities 
of culture, education, and ideals are very real 
and. the differences in interests, and taste. are 
often very great. Many persons, it. is. true 
purchase for themselves_a. recognition which, 
apart; from thelr money, they would never 
obtain, agd, many. persons are entitled to 
recognition which. limited means. make it 
necessary for them ‘to forego, though it 
would be freely accorded to them if they 
were so situated as to claim &.. But the fact 
is. that the vast majority of those entering 
domestic. service are not disqualified, but, 
rather, unqualified by the previous condition of 
culture, education, &c.; those not so qualified 
or who later qualify themselves, (as. I have 
known, to be the case,) naturally leave domestic 
nervice and without any loss of caste, except 
among the vulgar. There are.cases where the 
social relationship of mistress and servant has 
been so sympathetic that the servant has no 
feeling that anything has been forfeited.

A special meéting of the Sew York 
Clearing House Agsoctation was called 
yesterday for this afternoon to receive a 
report of the Clearing Héuse committee 
‘on proposals to admit the trust companies 
and to establigh a system~of Clearing 
House inspection for all the members of 
the association.

Matters to be presented to-day are re-

‘walled upon to consider in‘late years, The 


admission of the trust companies has 
been discussed long. Concerted efforts to 
unite both classes of banking institutions 
in the Clearing House Association did not 
meet with success, as no common ground 
was ever established. The last of these 
attempts was made soon after the finan- 
clal disturbancés of 1907, and the Cléar- 
ing House’s constitution was amended in 
1908 with a\view to opening the way for 
the admission of the trust companies to 
full membership. It was stipulated, how- 
ever, that no trust company would be ad- 
mitted unless it jundertook to keep the 
same reserve as the banks, namely, 25 per 
cent. im cash, which is 10 per cent. more 


than the trust companies are required by 
law to keep. 

None of the trust companies entered the 
Clearing House on these terms. 

Sub-committees of the Clearing House 
have been obtaining expressions of opin- 
fon on the proposal to increase the sol- 
idarity of the banking situation in New 
York by bringing the trust companies 
into the association and establish a sys- 
tem of inspection by examiners.
